PEACE TO NELSUN RIVER. 


Rev. Faruer Husson has spent 23 years 
at Dunvegan, Fort St. John and the Cross- 
ing inthe Peace river country and’ has 
travelled a great deal. The Indians from 
the Crossing hunt with horses as far north- 
west as Hay river near the Nelson branch 
of the Liard. He has been as far as Battle 
river, which is half way in that direction 
and says the country offers no obstacles to 
travel with horses. The time taken is 
about eightdays. There isa partially open 
country and good grass all the way. Across 
Hay river the coantry is timbered and the 
Indians of that-region do not use horses. 
The Peace river Indians do not cross Hay 
river because it isthe boundary of their hunt- 
ing grounds. The route by way of St. John 
is rendered difficult by the large number 
of deep ravines which break the level of the 
country and there is a great deal of timber. 
However, the Indians of Nelson river come 
over to Fort St. John to trade every year 
packing their effects on their own backs 
and on their dogs, as they have no horses in

A letter from James Shand to Mrs. | 


Shand, which the BuLietin has been 


allowed to copy, gives an interesting | 


account of the trip being made by his 
party down the Athabasca en their way 
to ths Yukon. They had a flat boat, 
built by themselves at the Landing 
and took no guide through the rapids.

SLAVE LAKE ROAD. 


Jas. H. Ross, of the Northwest 
executive, arrived on Thursday's train 
from Regina accompanied by J. 8. 
Dennis, superintendent of public 
works for the Northwest government, 
to confer with Messrs. McCauley, Ma- 
loney and Tims, M. L. A’s, respecting 
the opening of a wagon road to Lesser 
Slave lake, which had been pressed very 
strongly upon his attention by these 
gentlemen. Mr. Ross expressed his 
willingness on the part 0? the govern- 
ment to do all that reasonably lay in 
their power to open up the road to 
Lesser Slave lake as far as it was in 
the territory under the jurisdiction 
ef the government, Commissioner 
Herchmer, of the mounted police, was 
also seen on the subject of the explor- 
ing patrol which he is sending out to 
go to Slave lake and return. It was 
decided that T. W. Chalmers, D.L.S., 
should accompany the patrol to ex- 
amine the various routes travelled 
over, to recommend the best and give 
an approximate estimate of the cost of 
improvement. The patrol will start 
on Thursday next. As soon as Mr. 
Chalmers’ report is received work will 
be commenced so that the trail will be 
_ passable for sleighs in the winter and 

for cattle and horses first thing in the 
ispring. Mr. Ross and Mr. Dennis 
went out on Tuesday’s train. 

This piece of road, when completed, 
will be an important link in the chain 
of communication between Edmonton 
and the Peace, Liard and Yukon 
rivers. At present the distance is 
gotten over by water transport on the 
Athabasca and Lesser Slave river and 
Lesser Slave lake, but the break thus 
existing in the land route is an almost 
absolute bar to ordinary travel, as
